This is the third office action for application number 09/776,355, Arm Apparatus 
for Mounting Electronic Devices with Cable Management System, filed on 
February 2, 2001 . This application is continuation-in-part of application number 
09/406,006 filed September 24, 1999. 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reasons for the allowance of the claims in this application are the limitations of an 
adjustable extension arm including a forearm extension having first and second 
openings, a first endcap having an opening extending therethrough in communication 
with the first opening within the forearm extension thereby providing a cable pathway 
extending from the first endcap to the second opening of the forearm extension, a 
second endcap, and first and second elongated channel members nested together to 
form a channel, now included in independent claims 1 and 1 6 and in combination with 
the other elements recited in the respective claims and the limitations of a tubular 
member received within the through hole of the first endcap of the adjustable extension 
arm and having an interior in communication with the first channel within the forearm 
extension and the tubular member having a sidewall provided with a cutout, cited in 
independent claim 29 and in combination with the other elements recited in the claim. 
These limitations are not found in the prior art of record.
